Speaking of imperialism—ours Is a great 
government, but it is nothing to what 
it will be when Mr, Roosevelt gets | 
through with it. Imperialism among 
other things is a good excuse for blow- 
ing ourselves. It.means new offices and 
will help the organization. The organiza- 
tion will help itself. We believe in goy- 
ernment of the organization, by the or- 
ganization and especially for the organ- 
ization. 

Having thus put everything beyond ail 
question we call upon the people to stand 
by us. We _hope they will not interrupt 
our era of prosperify. We believe with 
Lincoln that you can fool some of the 
people all of the time and all of the peo- 
ple some of the time. “We should like 
to fool all of the people all of the timo, 
but realizing the impossibility of this, 
we shall be content to fool a majority 
of thé people one more time.

TO REDUCE ENGLISH ARMY 


War Secretary Arnold Foster Tells 
London of Plans. 


London, July 14.~War Secretary Arnold 
Forster made his long-promised state- 
ments as to his proposed reform of the 
army when the house of commons went 
into committee this afternoon on the vote 
for the war office. The secretary said he 
did not propose to touch the militia, ag 
public opinion was not ripe therefor, neith- 
er wouid the royal artillery be reduced 
nor the number of cavalry regiments be 
reduced. He proposed to reduce the regu- 
lar infantry forces by fourteen battalions, 
leaving forty or fifty battalions for home 
service, after providing for India and the 
colonies. The army would be divided into 
two parts. A certain number of bat- 
talions would be kept at home. These 
would be reduced to 500 men, 400 of 
whom would be enlisted for two years’ 
service and could afterwards enter the 
reserve for six years. The volunteer 
establishment would be reduced to 180,- 
000 men, and much larger grant would be 
made so as to make the volunteers an 
effective force.

Judge Lawson Charges Misstatement of Facts. 
Warm Colloquy in Committee Room Between 
Mr. Hall and Ex-Congressman. 


_ There was a livéiy time before the 
house committee on appropriations yes- 
terday afternoon, when the trustees of 
the state sanitarium appeared to urge 
a5 committee not to cut the appropria- 
“on of $325,000 which has been given it 
far the last two years. The committteec 
had at a former meeting cut the appro- 
priation to the sanitarium to $300,0000, 
but yesterday reconsidered this action, 
and left the matter open until the trus- 
tees could be heard from. 

Judge Thomas B, Lawson ,of Eaton- 
ton, vice chairman of the board of trus- 
tees, was first heard and he handled 
without gloves the report of the legisia- 
tive investigating committee of which 
Mr. Halil, of Bibb, was chairman, and 
which severely criticised the methods 
and system employed in the conduct of 
the state sanitarium. 

During Judge Lawson’s address Mr. 
Hall made reply to some statement of the 
Speaker and Judge Lawson said he did 
not want to be interrupted. Mr. Hall 
replied that as a member of the commit- 
tee he had the right to ask dny ques- 
tion or to make such statement as he 
saw fit and he proposed to do so. 

“It is folly for any man to say that

Railroad Commission Today. 

The state railroad commission will meet 
in ‘its offices at the capitol at 10 o'clock 
this morning for the transaction of cer- 
tain business, including the determination 
of the question which has been submitted 
te it by the Atlanta freight bureau re- 
garding the unjust discrimination in 
' freight rates against Atlanta. 

It is impossible to tell just what view 
the commission will take of the matter, 
The questions involved were all gone into 
thoroughly before the commission, the 
hearings occupying some ten or twelve 
days. The Atlanta merchants, through 
the freight bureau, made the charge that 
in numérous instances freight rates to 
and from Atlanta are so high as to put 
them at a great disadvantage with other 
commercial and distributing centers in 
practically the same territory. A large 
mass of evidence was brought forward to 
substantiate these claims which applied 
both to shipments between points within 
the state and to interstate shipments. 

The railroad men made _ extended 
answer to these charges with a view to 
showing that there was no injustice done 
Atlanta in the present system of rates 
The evidence and answers of the railroad 
men covered several hundred typewritten 
pages and the question was no light one 
to deal with. 

The commission’s decision is awaited 
with a great deal of interest. The At- 
lanta merchants are deeply concerned 
as are also the railroads. Should the 
commission decide with the railroads, 
there will be nothing left for the At- 
lanta merchants but to appeal to the 
interstate commerce commission -~ with 
reference to interstate discriminations, 
If the decision should be with the At- 
lanta merchants, the commission has tne 
power to reduce rates within the state, 
as requested, but when it comes to in- 
terstate traffic it can do no more than 
make application to the intergpe com-, 
merce commission for the remedy asked 


for.
